The Exhibition Plan 

■ A juried exhibition exploring the architecture and life of town and city. 

■ Alva Greenberg, owner of the ALVA Gallery in New London, will judge awards for the exhibition. 

■ Two paint-out days will be held on May 20 and 27. Email laacitvscapes@gmail.com to reserve a place for the 
paint-out. Paint-outs are limited to 15 and places are filled on a first-come, first-serve basis. 

Entry Requirements & Terms 

■ Eligibility: LAA members whose dues are current. Nonmembers may join in advance or on receiving day and 
receive a one-year membership and eligibility to participate in all member shows. Annual dues are $45. 

■ Media permitted are paintings, monotypes and drawings. Photographs, offset lithographs, and xerographic, digital 
or photographic work do not qualify. 

■ Maximum number of submissions is two (2). Maximum framed size is 48” horizontal and 60” vertical. Submissions 
exceeding two entries and works exceeding dimensions will be disqualified. 

■ All work must be available for sale. Work labeled NFS (Not For Sale) will not be accepted. 

■ The LAA reserves the right to remove or decline any submitted work for any reason at any time. Jurors’ decisions 
are final. Submission of work and payment of entry fee does not in any way constitute a guarantee of acceptance 
of any work submitted. 

Submission 

■ Submissions for Cityscapes will be electronic to eliminate or reduce slide, postage and shipping cost for artists, to 
save travel and to extend participation to a wider range of artists. Less travel reduces the risk of wear to work and 
the need for remote storage at LAA. 

■ Submit all entries via email sent to laacitvscapes@amail.com with attached images as JPG files. Submission 
deadline is midnight June 1, 2007. Emails time stamped later than midnight EST will not be accepted. No drop- 
offs will be accepted for jurying. 

■ The email subject line must include the artist’s name and the phrase “Cityscapes Submission.” In the email please 
provide title, name, medium, framed size and price. Please also provide your name, phone number, street 
address and email address. Images must be titled for clear reference to name and piece title. 

■ Image Requirements 

Color images in JPG format, resolution of at least 300dpi, and under 1MB in size. 

■ Obtaining Digital Images 

For artists who do not have digital images of their work, for a fee of $20 per image, a photographer will prepare 
and deliver an archival CD to the artist and will submit the images with all information to the LAA. Please call 860- 
434-7802 to reserve a spot with the photographer. Drop-off day for photographing work is Wednesday, May 23 by 
noon. The pick-up day for photographed work is Sunday, May 29 by 5pm. 

■ Informing of Accepted or Declined Work 

Notice of accepted and declined work will be sent via e-mail. The jury’s decisions are final. 

Receiving 

■ Receiving of accepted work is 3-5pm Sunday, June 10 at the Lyme Art Association at 90 Lyme Street in Old 
Lyme, CT. LAA cannot accept work earlier unless by prior arrangement. All work must be dry, framed, wired and 
gallery ready. All paperwork must be completed and visibly attached to the work. Framing must be appropriate for 
a gallery setting. 

■ Downloadable Exhibition Tags and an Inventory Sheet are available on the LAA website at 
lymeartassociation.org under the page for Upcoming Exhibitions. Tags and sheets must be completed prior to 
arriving at LAA. Members with outstanding dues may pay their dues at the receiving table. 







■ The LAA assumes no responsibility for loss or damage to work. Artists assume all risks and agree to commit 
accepted work for the show’s duration. 

Entry Fees 

$11 for the first entry and $7 for the second for Associate members. Elected artists’ flat entry fee is $11. 

Submission of Fees and Entry Form 

■ Entry forms are downloadable from www.lvmeartassociation.org and must be filled out and mailed to LAA 
accompanied by the fee, enclosed as a check or money order payable to Lyme Art Association and mailed to 
Lyme Art Association. Send entry forms and fees: Lyme Art Assoc., Attn: CityScapes, PO Box 222, Old 
Lyme, CT 06371. Entries must be postmarked no later than June 1, 2007. Entries postmarked later than this 
date will be disqualified. 

Sale of Artwork: Checks and credit card payments for purchase of artwork, including CT sales tax, shall be made out to 
the LAA. The LAA will retain and remit the sales tax and will retain a sales commission of 35%. As a not-for-profit 
organization, the LAA provides the artists with an opportunity to exhibit but does not assume the role of agent or 
representative. 

The entry of your artwork constitutes your acceptance of these entry requirements and terms.
